CASTOR OIL AND CHEMICALS. 


Nat. Hammend Makesan Offer in the House—A Season 
of Fillbustering. 

Wasuinetos, January 30.—The nouse, at 
11:40, went into committee of the whole (Mr. 
Burrows, of Michigan, in the chair) on the 
tariff bill. Debate on the pending paragraph 
and all amendments were limited to thirty 
minutes. The schedules of the bill were 
finally reached, and a large number of amend- 
ments were offered rapidly, and as rapidly 
voted down, until Mr. Cartisle moved to place 
tartaric acid on the free list, stating that the 
estiruated revenue from that article would be 
eighty-five cents during next year. 

As the debate was running on, Mr. Ham- 
mond, of Georgia, suggested that if the dis 
cussion were stopped and the article put on 
the free list, be would pay the 85 cents reve- 
nue out of his own pocket. The motion was 
lost. Mr. Belford called attention to the fact 
that the house had spent two days on nine 
pages of the bill comprising 140 pages and 
said the present congress would expire by 
limitation before the last page of the bill 


could be reached, and he urged less 
talk and more work. Several amend- 
ments to the rate on castor oil 


were offered and 70 cents per gallon was 
finally adopted. The duty on glucose was 
placed at 20 per cent advalorem, which is the 
existing rate. Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, 
moved to put cotton seed oil on the free list. 
Mr. Kelley expressed bis willingness that it 
should be done if the representatives of the 
cotton growing states desired it, but Mr, 
Blanchard. of Louisiana, and other southern 
members objected, and Mr, Wheeler with- 
drew the amendment, amid the derisive 
laughter on the pyre side.

The River Committee. 
; WASHINGTON, January 30.—The senate mil- 
itary committee to-day reported adversely 


to the directors of the competitive dril! at 
Nashville. It recites as a reason for the ad- 
verse action, the bad faith on the part of 
committees ot organizations, etc., to whom 
tents have heretofore been leaned by special 
authority of congress, and corisequent losses 
to the government on account of the prop. 
erty damaged, destroyed or not returned. 
In the forty-sixth congress and at the last 
session of the present congress, eleven special 
acts of this nature were passed, which author- 
ized the loaning of 6,850 tents. These loans 
exceeded the supply on hand, and the war 
department has estimated that an appropria- 
tion of $62,636.60 will be meeesary to enable 
the falfiliz-ent of the acts without crippling 
the service. The committee think the loan- 
ing business bas been carried to an extreme 
and that the time has cometo puta stop to it. 
THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 
Wastincton, January 30,—Congressman 
Belmont on yesterday submitted to the house 
his minority opinien upon the joint resolu- 
tion for the termination of the Hawaiian 
treaty. After reviewing the treaty and its 
effect upon the sugar trade, Mr. Belmont 
states his belief that such abrogation of the 
resolution would not be addépted if Hawaii 
was a first-class power. He thinks the evils 
complained of are not due to defects in the 
treaty, but to the incompetence or corruption 
oi customs oflicers, All the evidence, he says, 
gves to show that under cover of this treaty 
tremendous frauds have been perpetrated 
upon the United States. He suggests an_ in- 
vestigation of this matter rather than an ab- 
rogation of the treaty. 
Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana, movedto add: 
“and machinery for the extraction and man- 
ufacture§of sugar from cane and sorghum.” 
Mr. George offered an additional provision 
ior the admission of all agricultural imple- 
men's, tools und machinery for ten years af- 
ter the passage of the bill, at 10 percent ad- 
valorem. Mr. Vance offered an amendment 
io adinit machinery for the manufacture of 
coiton and woolen goods free of duty. The 
debate on these amendments continued until 
after six o'clock. At its conclusion Mr 
George asked fora separate voile upon each 
of the three propositions embraced in his 
amendments. Accordingly the first vote was 
on the provision that the machinery for the 
manufacture of cotton and woolen goods, on 
goods composed of hemp, jute or ramie, 
should be admitted at ten per cent ad valorem. 
Rejected. Ayes, 14; nays, 39. Mr. George's 
second proposition vo admit ali tools of me- 
chanics used solely in manual labor at ten 
per cent advalorem, was rejected by a 
vote of ayes, 13; nays, 37, and 
his third one to admit agricultural 
implements, etc., at the same rate by a vote 
of ayes 15, nays 36. Messrs. Jonas s and Vance’s 
amendments were also rejected by equally 
decisive votes. The meta! sohedule* Heing 
disposed of the seriate proceeded to consider 
the sugar schedule. Mr. Morrill offered a sub- 
stitute for the preamble, of which he gave 
notice on the 20th instant. At 10:30 the sen- 
ate was still in session, with every probabil- 
ty that the session will last till midnight or 
ater.

FLEECING THE LAMBS. 


Chicago Firms Gathering in the Gullible People with 
Money to Lose. 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—The postmaster- 
general to-day issued an order forbidding the 
delivery of money orders and registered let- 
ters to the following named Chicago firms: 
Flemming & Merriam, R. E* Kendall & Co., 
Charles J. Henri& Co., Bennett, Heltgman & 
Co, and Cadworth & Co. The inspector’s re- 
port states that these firms were nominally 
engaged in the business of grain and stock 
brokers. Through advertisements they  so- 
iicited investments of money in 
sums of any amount, asserting 
that by a combination of small 
sums in one operation they were abie.tu se- 
cure extraordinary returns from invest 
ments. They agreed to mitke monthly re 
ports to individual speculators, and occasion- 
ally, with the purpose of luring their victims 
intv making further investments, they remit- 
ted to them small sums of money, someti:mes 
as much as 33 or 50 per cent. of the original 
investment. In the end the morey was not 
returned, the victims being informed that it 
had been lost in a turn of the market. The 
report states that these frauds were of vast 
magnitude, the tive firms above mentioned 
receiving as much as $10,000 a day through the 
mails. 

TREATIES 

WASHINGTON, January 30.—Senator Vocor- 
hees was asked if the fact that he introduced 
in the senate aday ortwo ago a resolution 
providing that all commercial treaties should 
be discussed in open senate was#@@,be taken as 
an indication that he was opposed to the com- 
mercial treaty with Mexico. He said that nis 
resolution was not based upon any opinion he 
held as tothe Mexican treaty. He thougbt, 
he said, thatall such treaties which affec ed 
large interests in this country should be dis- 
cussed openly, so there could be an expres- 
sion of public sentiment concerning them be- 
fore they were finally acted upon. He was 
not prepared to say whether he was opposed 
to the Mexican treaty ornot. If it contained 
provisions such as he understood it to con- 
tain, he was opposed toit, He intended, he 
said, to express his views very fully in regard 
to it when it came before the senate.

W aAsHINGToN, January 20.—The house is in 
foritnow. The tariff bill iscoming up by 
sections under the’ five minute rule, and 
there will be enough of it to waste the short 
month that 1s to intervene before the close of 
congress. The general debate of the past 
three days left the advocates of the bill badly 
worsted. Tucker's hotshot of Friday stirred 
them up, and at times @ dozen of them were 
on their feet to question or to explain. These 
interruptions gave Mr. Tucker opportunities 
for the finest points he made, as few men 
are 80 ready at repartee as 
he. Saturday the excellent’ effect 


of his speech was followed by the masterly 
effort of Mr. Carlisle. Pig Iron Kelley, in the 
house, and Mr. Morrill, in the senate, are the 
men most thoroughly identified with tariif 
legislation and generally supposed to know 
most about it. I do not, however, believe 
there isa manin either branch of congress 
so thoroughly familiar with the question in 
its general aspects and its minutie as is John 
G. Carlisle. For six years he has been a 
prominent member of the ways and means 
committee and has analyzed the tariff 
with indefatigable study. His clear legal 
mind has gone to the bottom of the issue. He 
possesses a faculty of distinct statement and 
accurate definition seldom seen. He never 
muddies the water around him when he 
ventures on a discussion w ere obscurity is 
the common merit of those who seem pro- 
found. His remarks of Saturday are withield 
for revision and an analysis of them from 
memory could not do him justice. He 
crowded into an hour more than most 
speakers would have covered in four. The 
speech of McKinley, of Ohio, who pre- 
ceded him, was, compared to his, “as 
sound and fury signifying nothing.” Gen- 
eral Phil Cook pronounced Carlisie’s effort 
“the biggest speech made in the forty-sev- 
enth congress.’’ To show how careful he was 
of his ground it may be mentioned that he 
was interrupt@éd a dozen times by Kelley 
and others who denied the correctness of his

New York, January 30.— The Sun’s cable 
letter says: ‘‘The more rapidly and surely 
the government progresses toward the re- 
pression of crime in Ireland and the exterm- 
ination of jthe assassination society the 
stronger becomes the nationalist party. The 
result of the Mailow election has been re- 
ceived with dismay by the English conserva- 
tives, who have all along- entertained 
certain beliefs of their own as to the effect 
remedial legislation was producing in Ire- 
land.

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_ MURDER IN GAINESVILLE. 


HAPE RESCUED FPOM. HIS 
PERILOUS SITUATION, 


DR. 


A Brutal Murder in Gainesville—The Men at Work 
on the Coosa—fne Outlook for Navigation. 
Another Artesian Well in Albany—Carry- 
ine Oocks to New Orleans.

GAINESVILLE, January 50.—Gainesville has 
been thrown into a fever of excitement over 
the discovery early this morning of the dead 
body of one of ou: most respectable citizens, 
Mr. Jacob Shaner, lying at the end of the ve- 
randah ofan unoccupied cottage on the Baptist 
Seminary campus. Thedeath wound was made 
bya hatchet orsome sharp instrument di 


rectly in the top of the head. The coroner 
has been sent for, and an inquest will be held 

. ° Ld 
directiy upon his arrival. 

Speculation is paralyzed as to the cause of 
the murder. The wound is ot 
such a character as to make it 
impossible that it could have been inflicted by 


hisown hand. Then the question arises at 
once as to what could have been the motive 
that pr6mpted the act. The only theory so 
far advanced is that of robbery, and yet this 
isshaken by the fact that a handsome gold 
watch and chain, which he carried, is on his 

rson, yet, yesterday, he had ?400 and only 
y were found on him. It certainly 
could not have been done in revenge, for Mr. 
Shaner was a gentleman of quiet manners, 
pleasant and sociable with everybody, high 
and low, and ifhe had an enemy or a misun- 
derstanding with any one since he came to 
the city, | have not been able to hear of it. 

WHO HE WAS. 

Mr. Shaner wasa mechanic by trade and 
came here from Warren county, where be had 
lived a number of years some two or three 


years ago. He was originaliy from Pennsy! 
Vania. Hie had no family, having never 


married, and was about fiity years of age. 
He was honest and industrious and had ac- 
cumulated some property, part of which he 
had invested in a resideuce in this city, which 
isrented out. He always had more or less 
money upon his person. He boarded at Mr. 
T. H. FP: Wright's, and after supper last night 
picked up his cane and walked 
out of the house, His tracks 
and the print of his cane can be traced from 
the gate to the cottage, which is not more 
than two or three hundred yards from his 
boarding house. Several! residences are within 
a stones throw of the spot, and he evidentiy 
walked straight from Mr. Wrigat’s to the spot 
where he met his fate. 

It was only two or three hundred yards 
from this same spot that the body of poor 
Henderson was found two or three years since, 
and whose inhuman murder goes yet un- 
avenged. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

The inquest held to-day on remains of 
Shaner, developes the fact tbat he had about 
$400 or $500 yesterday afternoon, Only $2 or $3 
were found on hisperson. Though his watch 
and chain were ieft together with a valnabe 
ring. His money is notin his room. He 
went home to his boarding 
house last night about six 
or seven o'clock, and remarked to a lady 
friend that he had to go out (0 attendtoa 
little matter after supper, and would be back 
inashortitime. He seemed anxious for tea 
to get ready, and took the meal burriedly, 
and shortiy afterward left the house, telling 
the lady who was the last person to whom Le 
spoke that be would be back in a short time.

It is said that he would perform the 
ceremony for almost as many couples as could 
stand on the floor, at one time. making some 
Sundays over ove hundred dollars, this being 
the ustial day. Since those days the fees for 
marriage licenses have not formed a large 
part of our ordinary’s salary.

We made no 
such statement. We said, in replying to the

A GLIMPSE OF GEORGIA FACTORIES. 

It will certainly astonish our readers to 
know that the number of spindles in Georgia 
is now 348,000, against 200,974 in 1880. And 
yet such is the fact. Notonly have we nearly 
doubled our spindles in three years, but have 
raised the number of our looms from 4,715 to 
8.062, which is about 80 per centof increase. 

Besides the above Georgia is fairly entitled 
to the 34,000 spindles on the Carolina side ot 
the river at Augusta, because they were put 
up by Georgians and with Georgia money. 
easy to see 


Omitting these, however, it is 
that Georgia will have by the next census 
nearly or quite 500,000 spindles, which will be 
9\¢ times what she had in 1880. 

In the meantime, adopting the regular 
basis of estimation, the 148,000 spindles started 
in the state since 1880 bave given und are 
giving and will continue to give employment 
to nearly 4,000 operatives, and turn off in 
wages nearly $800,000 every year. They have 
notonly done this, but-they have paid hand- 
some and reward capital 
as well as If run with caution and 
prudence they will continue to pay, and will 
encourage the building of new mills. The 
note of warning sounded by the Southern 
manufacturers association will be heeded, 
and will d> much to confirm the cotton spin- 
nersin their fine profits and their vantage 
grounds, over old England or NewjEngland.

ILLITERACY, NORTH AND SOUTH. 

it is always best to know the truth, and to 
meet it unflinchingly and squarely. This is 
especially the case in the matter of illiter- 
acy; and the southern states have grave re- 
sponsibilities to shoulder in this connection. 
There are some who think that the percent- 
age of illiteracy is no greater among white 
persons in the south than it is in the northern 
states. Thisisa mistake. The public scaool 
systems of the northern states, generously 
sustained and fully established for more than 
a generation, have reduced illiteracy to very 
narrow figures. We prefer, however, to let 
the census of 1880 tell the whole story: 

PER CENT, 
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In the entire country 13 per cent of the 


people ten years of age and over cannot read, 
and.17 percent cannot write. Georgia cer- 
tainly should increase her educational fund 
until her percentage of white illiterates is 
brought down to that of the entire country. 
This is notan overwhelming task. We can 
well afford to do that much. As to the illit- 
eracy among the negroes, the aid of the gen- 
eral government certainly should be had; but 
we should not expect any assistar ce from that 


quarter in reducing illiteracy among the, 


whites. This is our own task, and we should 
not flinch from it.

A HYPERCRITICAL CONTEMPORARY. 

Recently Tue Coystirurion, indorsing and 
commending Dr. Mayo’s admirable address 
on education in the south, gave an extract 
therefrom to. show that all northern men are 
not so blinded by prejudice as to be ignorant 
of the real part that slavery has played in the 
work of civilizing the negro race. Dr. Mayo's 
posilion is that slavery, instead of degrading 


-the negro, was in some sort a charity school, 


in whieh he was partially fitted for citizen- 
ship.- Dr. Mayo said that slavery was “a 
charity school compared with the awful deso- 
lation and wars by which every European 
nation has come up to its present standard of 
civilize d life,’’ r 

All this gives the Providence Journal a bad 
taste in the mouth, and in commenting 
thereon it ig pleased to descent to 
the level of hypercriticism. With re- 
spect to the statement that slavery was a 


charity school for the negro, the Journal dis- 
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misses it as ‘an obsolete 
issue at all? Does the statement afford any 
ground for controversy? Slavery itself is an 
obsolete issue, but certainly no fact which 
has a bearing on its results—results in which 
the whole country is immediately concerned 
—can be said to be obsolete. The Journal and 
its party friends never grow tired of declaring 
that slavery degraded the negro, but when 
we point out that but for slavery he would 
still be an African savage instead of an 
American citizen, we are told that the fact is 
an obsolete issue. The narrow view of the 
whole matter which the Journal is disposed 
to take is an evidence that New England cul- 
ture is not broad enough to smother the ex- 
tremities of partisanship—not the partisan- 
ship of politics, but the partisanship of 
thought and discussion. 

Going a little further, the Journal assumes 
to regard the extract which Tae ConsTITUTION 
makes from Dr. Mayo’s address as the ad- 
dress itself and proceeds to comment upon it 
assuch. Because the southern whites are ad- 
vised to educate their children, the Journal 
asks, ‘‘what of the colored children?’—an ex- 
traordinary question for an editor who is sup- 
posed to keep himself informed to ask, The 
Journal should have within easy reach the 
reports of the state school commissioners of 
the southern states, and then it would have 
no reason to ask such silly questions. The 
same general fund that is applied to the 
education of the white children in the south 
is applied to the education of the negro chil- 
dren. We will state here that the south seems 
to be far more interested in the edacation of 
the negro than the north, principally 
because it is confronted with the necessity 
thereof every day of the year. The address 
of Dr. Mayo is an appeal to the north in this 
direction and an explanati2n of the nature of 
the problem which concerns the whole coun- 
try. We advise the Journal to secure a copy 
of the document and study it. 


PANICS. 

There are those who would bave us believe 
that this is the appointed year for a sweeping 
and destructive panic. Some seem to believe 
that panics appear and reappear like eclipses, 
or rather like comets; others doubtless are 
waiting for a panic because they are prepared 
for one, and perhaps could profit by its ap- 


pearance. Whatever the reason, all of 
these prophets of evil will beyond 
a doubt be disappointede Panics 


never have come in the whole history of 
business when they were expeeted. The 
very anticipation of one leads to a degree of 
caution that in turn renders a panic. impossi- 
ble. A business man cannot become panic- 
stricken when he has his house in order for 
hard times, poor crops or public disasters. 
For a year we have been repeatedly warned 
thata panicis at hand, andthe dullness of 
business is partly due to the caution that 
such talk has created. .A panic under 
such circumstances never has occurred, 
and probably never will. 

The theory that panics havea rule of period- 
icity isa very pretty one, but is not upheld 
by any known facts. Great land speculations 
ledto an unexpected crash in 1837; wild 
banking and _ wilder political agitations 
brought on another in 1857; and railroad 
bujlding precipitated another in 1873. These 
are the great panics of the country—the only 
ones that have swept over it. They do-not 
establish the periodicity theory, and no other 
set of facts does. 

Panics usually follow bad crops or excep- 
tionally bad management. We had good 
crops last year, and the prospect is that this 
will be another good crop year. The winter 
wheat never looked better at this time of the 
year. The hard freezing in all parts of the 
country will leave the soil in favorable condi- 
tion for crop bearing. And as to bad man- 
agement we are, it is true, overtaxed, and we 
are building a good many railroads, but the 
resources of the country are every year in- 
creasing, and thereis no reason to believe 
that we are unequal to all our burdens and 
engagements. Mr. Russell Sage thinks we 
are on the eve of a season of great prosperity, 
and that the soutu and west will feel its ef- 
fects in redoubled force. Mr. Sage may not 
be wholly honest in making this prediction, 
but it is well to put his views on the situation 
alongside of the panic-breeders as we go along 
watching the turn of events in the business 
world.. The keen New York financier has 
been a true prophet ai times.

TAXATION BY SATRAPS. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The American colonies of Great Britain became 
the United States of America in resistance to unjust 
taxation. If this nation is firm in any belief itis 
that its government is one in which taxation is of 
the people not only, but by the ;eople for the peo- 
pie. If told that the heaviest taxes it paid are raised 
to this day by the system invented by Asiatic satraps 
and adopted in the dark agesin Europe, but now 
discarded even by Turkey, the general feeling 
would be one of indignant incredulity, but never 

heless such is the frozen truth. 

The satrap fixed the tax the peasant of Teheran 
was to pay on his salt, or bis fuel, or his tools, or his 
clothing. He took from the people all he could, 
aud gave the shah the least possible. Most of what 
the people paid went to the satrap. Persian taxa- 
tion was for the protection of the satraps, with 
iucidental revenue to the shah. The essence of 
the system was that the taxes were levied not for 
the commonwealth but for private interests, that 
to these iuterests it was left to determine how 
much the peeple should pay, and that the most of 
what the people did pay went not to the govern- 
ment but to those private interests that fixed the 
tax and collecied it. 

The process by which the tariff of the United 
States is made up has been in open operation in 
Washington ever since the tariff commission was 
appointed. Letthe tax payers recall what they 
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represen tative. 

The schedule of the taxes recommended by the 
commission to be laid on sugar was draughted by 
the Louisiana sugar planter and r finer, John Dy- 
mond. The wool taxes were fixed by President 
Garland, of the National wool growers’ association, 
and those on blankets, flannels and underwear by 
John 8, Hayes, president of the cotamission and 


president of the National essociation of woolen 
manufacturers. H. W. Oliver, the iron and steel 
man of 7 wrote the rates of iron and steel 
taxation, and, likea good ratrap, put down the 
rates on the kinds of iron that he usesand pat 
them up on the steel which he sells to the makers 
of plows and barbed wire for farmers. 

It has been the satraps and not the tax-payers 
who have been dancing attendance on the com- 
mittee of waysand means. The tax-payers wanted 
100 millions reduc ion of taxation. The satraps 
wanted an increase of tariff taxes. The satra 
have prevailed. Powersand Weightman, of Phil- 
adelphia, demanded a blood tax of 10 per cent 
on quinine, avd it was given them by the packed 
committee. The ring of window glass manu- 
facturers said they would like to have a tax 
of 80 per cent on all the windows in the country, 
and they got it from the packed committee. 
the china and earthenware ring demanded 
a large addition tothe present heavy wren bh and 
the packed committee has granted it. Russia iron 
of which locomotive jackets, sneet stoves, and 
stovepipes are made, is taxed three cents a 

ound or $69aton forthe benefit of the Woods 
amily of Pitts»urg, who make an imitation Russia 
iron by a process Of which they have the patent 
monopoly, andthe ways and means committee 
guarantees them for the imitation the price of the 
real article and $60 per ton bonus out o1 the people. 

In ali cases these duties have been arrdoged for 
the uuconstituiional purpose of restricting im por- 
tation, and so deprive the government of revenue; 
to increase the prices of domestic manufactures 
on the consumers, and so tolevy on the people a 
tax which goes vot to the government, but vo the 
iron, wooleu, Coal, glass, and china satraps.

A hordeof satrap< and satrapic attorueys 
surrounds them. The people are faroff With toe 
clew we have given let the public watch the pro- 
ceedings of the next five weeks. They will see the 
same John Roach who has prevented the free 
buying and building of ships control the 
taxes to be paid on all materials out of which an 
American marine could be created. Not 
those who useiron and steel, but those who make 
it and sell it, will determine the taxes on those ar- 
ticles, and much tbe greatest part of what the peo- 
ple pay will go into the hands of the Cambria iron- 
works, the Western pig-iron association, the 
Eastern Pa association, and the American iron 
and steel association. The nailmakers’ association 
are on hand to declare their wishes as to the tax on 
tacks.

THE TARIFF. 
Special to the Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, January 26.—The senate passed 
over more of its bills thanit has on any previous 
day, and there seemed to be an earnest purpose to 
proceed with it as rapidly as possible. The changes 
to-day were all in the nature of reductions; and the 
reductions were very considerable. The most im- 
portant reductions were in bariron, sheet-irun, 
and tin-plates. Mr. She:man was successful asa 
leader in favor of reduction, but signally failed in 
his effort to increase the duty on tin-plates. Mr, 
Sherman from the outset has declared his prefer- 
ence forthe bill of the tariff commission. His 
reason for this preference has not been 


so well understood as it was to-day. Mr. Sherman 
has made an alliance with Mr. Brown, of Georgia, 
in the interests of pig-iron. When the rate upon 
pig-iron was reduced from $6.72 per ton to $6 the 
irou men expressed the greatest disapvointment. 
They said that the iron schedule had been drawn 
upon the basis of $6.72 per ton for pig-i:on, and tnat 
all the rest of the schedule was in harmony with 
that rate. The finance committee, however, 
thought it best toreduce the rate on pig-iron by 
72cents per ton to 3%, and the senate so voted; but 
the committee did not reduce the rates upon the 


of the schedule so that it ‘‘shall be in harmony,’’ 
as they Call it, with the rates on pigiron, By means 
of this alliance it was possible to make the reduc- 
tions, and bar iron in its different forms was re- 
duced from $19.60 per ton to $18 per ton. This ex 
cited antagonism in many quarters. New Eng- 
land sesators bave notitied Mr. Sherman that his 
reductions will have to stand. Mr. Morrill, chair- 
man of the finance committee, in fact gave public 
notice to Mr. Sherman and those who veted with 
him that the reductions made in the committee 
of the whole would have to staud 
when they come into the senate. It is 
undoubtedly to accomplish «exactly the contrary 
result that Mr. Sherman has taken the position that 
he has. He wishes to place the duty on pig-iron 
back to where it wasin the billof the tariff com- 
mission—$6 72 per ton—aud to accomplish this he 
has resurted to the tactics which were developed 
yesterday of reducing the rates up -n the remain- 
ing articles in the metal schedule. The theory un- 
questionably is that so many reductions will be 
nade that all the protectionists will rally to restore 
the former rates, which willagain put pig-iron at 
$6.72 per ton. This system of parliamentary ‘tactic: 


is very likely to return to plague the in- 
ventor. the coalition has succeeded 
to day in making reductions whieh 


they do not favor, but itis probabie that the pre- 
diction of Mr. Morrili will beverified. The reduce- 
‘ions will stand, AJne evident lesson from the day 
is, thatifthereisto beanytariff billit will bs a 


bill which will make very considerable 
eductions—much greater reduction than the 
framers of the biil; intend- 


ed ordesired. The “iron men’’ will become more 
excited from the work of to-day. The unit of the 
VOiivers hedule is not only destroyed, but a very 
essential part of the structure itselfis gone. It is 
ty nomeansimprobable that before many days 
the iron lobby, whose hand is discernible in 
every line of the metal schedule, will 
appear here organized to oppose the passage of any 
tariff bill. Their interest in the revision of the 
lariffis not so great that they will suffer to become 
a law if they can help it, a measure which, in the 
opinion, for instance, of Park, the large steel man- 
ufacturer of Pittsburg, will ruin the steel industry. 
Defeated (as itis very possible they may be) in 
passing the bill which they have prepared. their 
next move may be to endeavor to defeat the pas- 
sage ofany tariff bill, certain that there will be 
very little prospect of any tariff iegislation 
in the next congress when the control 
of the two houses will be in the 
hands of opposing parties, with an executive not 
disposed to fuver sweeping reductions. If the iron 
#ud steel men feel that the tariff bill will not be to 
their advaatage, it md be within their power to 
defeat any tariff legisiation until after the next 
presidential election. The special zeal of Mr. Sher- 
man in behalf of pig iron is perhaps not generally 
understood. A large number of Ohio men are in- 
terested with ex Senator Willard Waruer, of Ala- 
bama, in smelting worksin that state. Among them 
is Justice Woods, of the supreme court. The alli- 
ace, therefore, betweeu Sherman and Brown is 
more easily understood.

GEORGIA. 
From Congressman 5S. 8. Cox’s tribute to 

Hill last Thursday: 

Georgia, geologicaHy and picturesquely, under 
and above the genial soil, has natural advantages 
and beautics which along with her liberal institua- 
tions early attracted such adventurous minds as 
the Hebrew Mendez, the English soldier Oglie- 
thorpe, and the Methodist Wesley. Even the 
, mounds are yet pointed out, im the county where 
our senator was born, into whic: De Soto delved 


for gold. Her mountains dip and curl in crested 
grandeur toward the west, while her savannahsadd 
their greenery and wealth to her shores. 

Generali James Oglethorpe, whoas Burke said had 
called a province into existence and lived to see it 
an independent state, was the epitome of Georgia 
history. Oglethorpe’s life was so full of achieve- 
mentand variety thatit isaremance. Pope eulo- 
gized, Dr. Johnson admired, and Thompson cele- 
brated him. He was not only ready to defend his 
honerin the duel, but was the prisoner's friend 
and the founder ofan ‘‘empire state.’”’ Sir Robert 
Montgomery called the new colony which the gal- 
lantgeneral founded ‘the most delightful country 
of the universe’’ Eveu the poet of the seasons, 
Thompson, in his **Liberty,”’ sang of the swarming 
colonists who,sought the “gay coiony of Georgia."’ 
He eulogized itas thecalm retreat of undeserved 
distress, the better home of those whom bigots chas- 
ed from foreign lands. It was not built on rapine, 
servitude, and woe. Tne very bistory and litera- 
ture of England thusimbound with this colony is 
almost unknown to the north. Other states, it 
seems, attracted more literary attention. 

It was this Georgia, theasylum and ho;e of man, 
and founded in honor, religion, and bravery, that 
our senator loved. Even John Wesley's mother, 
when the high church Methodist asked her wheth- 
er he should proceed to Georgia, said: “‘Had 1! 
twenty sons I should rejoice if they were all so em- 
ployed.’’ The very religion of Georgia had in it a 
courage which does not belong to our time, when 
the voyage across the Atlantic is robbed of most of 
its terror. 

Doubtless Senator Hill was greatly influenced in 
his pursuits and characteristics by such rare men 
and events as Georgia has prodaced, These names 
may not be as familiarto northern ears now as in 
the days of Jackson and Calhoun but they are 
Still potential to start a spirit in Georgia, where 
state pride has lost but little of its prestige by the 
result of the civil war. Read the roster of Geor- 
gia’s forum—the brilliant lights of her bench. bar, 
literature, and senate: Beall, Crawford, Berrien, 
McIntosh, Clayton, Colquitt, Cobb, Tripp, Dawson, 
Forsythe, Lumpkin, Lamar, Jackson, Shorter, 
Reid, Warner, Johnson, Wilde, and Baldwin, not 
to speak of men who yet survive, like her presen 
wonderful chief magistrate, and his contrast in 
statute and mate in intellect, Robert Toombs.

A Review of the Cotton and Woolen Mills of the State, 
Over Three Hundred and Thirty- Bight Thou. 
sand Spindies et Work—A Lively Increase 
in the Pest Few Years, Bio. 


We print below a list of the cotton and 
woolen factories in Georgia, collected at our 
request by Messrs. Davenport, Johnson & Co., 
by the most accurate metbods. It willbe 
seen that the total of the spindles foots up 
338,000, exclusive of the spindles of four fac- 
tones not obtainable, and 8,062 looms. 

This is a most gratifying increase. By the 
census of 1880 the number of spindles in 
Georgia was 200,974, showing an increase in 
the past three years of 148,000 spindles, or 
nearly 80 percent.

During the 
first hour the market was firm and a further ad- 
vance of \% to %& percent was recorded, led by Den- 
veranud Rio Grande, and New Jersey Central, but 
eubseq ucutly speculation became very dull and the 
market heavy, and about noon prices receded )4 to 
S percent. Alton and Terre Haute, however, sold 
up 2% per cent to 7!, Hannibal and St. Jo preferred 
1 to 96. Cleveland, Columbus, Cin:innati and In- 
Gianapolis, 1 to 80. Jn the early afternoon there 
war aslight rally In some shares, after which the 
market became weak, and under the leadership of 
‘Denver and Rio Grande, recorded a decline rang- 
ing from 44 to 1% percent. Lake Shore, which fell 
off 114 per cemt, Canada Southern 14%, Michigan 
Cenwa! 1%, Wuion Pacific 1%, andSt. Paul 1, were 
aiso prominentin the decline, There was then a 
fractional rally iu the general list, and an advance 
of 14%io Hannibal and St. Jo preferred, after which 
another break occurred in Denver and Rio Grande, 
carrying that stook down 3% per cent to 46%, and 
the rest of the list 44 to 1%, the latter for Wabash 
preferred, and Omaha. lu the final dealings there 
was a recovery of 44 to 1%, led by Denver and Rio 
Grande, and Omaha. Alton and Terre Haute, 
however, declined to 68 from 71 at noon, and Han- 
nibal aud St. Jo preferred to 85 from 8724. The 
market closed generally strong, with prices, how- 
ever, % to 1% per cent lower than at yesterday's 
Clase, Denver aud Rio Grande, Wabash preferred, 
and the Vanderbilt stocks leading in the decline, 
The trausactious aggregated 345,000 shares.

The Alarm of Fire Last Night and What it Resulted 
From. 


From box 15, located at the junction of Broad 
and Peachtree streets,an alarm of fire was turned 
in about midnight last night. The alarm was oc- 
casioned by the discovery of an incipient firein a 


eloset in the residence of Colonel J. Troupe Taylor, 
cerner of Ivy and Cain sireets. The opportune 
detection of the fire alone saved the building from 
total destruction and probably prevented the loss 
of life as the Colonel and his family were upon the 
eve of retiring. They were sitting in the parlor and 
one of the children said that he smelt a smoke 
This caused the odor of burning rags to present 
itself to Colonel Taylor, who began an investiga- 
tion. Led by the odor the colonei went to the rear 
of the building, where he found a dense column of 
smoke emavating from:a closet which has been 
used as a plunder room. As quickly as possible the 
fire alarm was given, but before the fire brigade 
reached the building the flames were extinguished 
with water from buckets. 

From the construction and use of 
that portion of the building 
there is every indication that the fire was the work 
of an incendiary. and Colonel Taylor himself ad- 
heres to that belief. The closet isin a part of the 
house which was open, none of the Coors being 
locked, and easy of access from theoutside. There 
was po fire in the room, and no jight had beens in- 
side of it. to the knowledge of the family during 
the day or night. This being the cas-, and cloth 
being the fuel upon which the flames were 
feeding when the fire was discovered, 
the match must have been applied directly before 
the discovery was made. In addition to this onl) 
a few minutes before the child called their atten- 
tion to the ordor, the colonel and other members 
of the family heard a doorin the rear part of the 
house slam, and at the same time heard footsteps 
but pad no attention toit atthattime. Had the 
incendiary waited a half hour the family would 
have been wrapt in sleep a:d the result would 
have been far different. As it is the loss is only_a 
few dollars.
